' AMERICANS ELUDE BANDITS. 


COMING TO HONGKONG, 


Further to our eee vésterday 
that two American priests—the 
Rev. Father Thomas-A.,0’Molia and 
the Rev. Otto A. Rauschenbach— 
of the Maryknoll Mission at Kong- 
moon, had been seized and held by 
bandits -on St. John’s Island, which 
lies. south of Hongkong on the 
direct route to Hoihow, it has since |: 
been learned that"the men have 


|managed to escape, are aboard the 


U. S. 8. Sacramento and are ex- 
pected to arrive in Hongkong late 
this afternoon. 


‘The full story ot the affair, as at 
present known, here, is that when 
the’priests arrived at their mission 
station on the island about 10 days 
ago; they found that the natives 
were in a state of terror owing ta 
a visit by a notorious bandit of the 
district, named Chan’ Chuk-s2am, 
This man, who had plundered the 
adjacent district for years, was: 
close by with his 300 men and had 


-demanded $35,000 and goods ‘in 


kind as his price to move on. The 
priests wrote a letter to the bandit. 
chief asking him not to molest the 
innocent villagers, and in reply the 
man suggested ‘that a meeting 
should take place. between himself 
and the priests at which the matter 
could be discussed. When the 
priests went to the meeting place— 
the chapel of an adjacent village 
—~they were seized by the bandits 
and told that although they were 
not being held for ransom by the 
Mission they were going to be held 
as hostages until the natives had 
paid the sums demanded. One of 
the priests personal “boys” was

The “boy” did not go back to the 
village but hurriedly got across to 
the nearest mission station on the 
mainland, where he informed the 
Rev. FP. C. Dietz of what had hap- 
pened. They both hurried on to 
Macao, where through the assis- 
tance of Bishop Nunes of sMacao, 
the gunboat Patria wirelessed to 
Father Walsh, who is the head of 
the Mission and who is’ staying 
just now at Pakkni. H.M.S. Robin, 
nt Pakkai, picked. it up and HAMS. 
Hawkins here in Hongkong also 
picked it up and notified the Ameyi- 
can Consul General, who in tone 
notified Peking. 


Messages were sent and received 
between all parties concerned, and 
the upshot was that the U.S.

Then there is the question of 
stopping the other fellow. Thess 
is absolute joy in a thorough ane 
correct’ tackle. ..Learn from the 
commencement of your eareer that 
you must step your opponént comi- 
pletely. You will hurt yourself 
much more if you are half-hearted 
in vour tackling. Neyer yo high, 
for the-other fellow chas only t> 
duck his head to avoid suur grasp, 
Never go too low, because you ave 
only asking for a nasty — blow, 
Take the man where he is most 
helpless—at the hips—and, if possi- 
ble, pin both hia arnis to his sides. 

Be an all-rounder. Do tiot be 
that sort of footballer who can 
only kiek with one leg or who can 
only run one way.
